TOWN  MEETING 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

(L.  S.) 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Northfield  in  the 
county  of  Merrimack  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Northfield 
Town  House  in  said  Northfield,  on  Tuesday,  the 
ninth  day  of  March  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriation  upon  the  following: 

A.  Town  officers'  salaries. 

B.  Town  officers'  expenses. 

C.  Election  and  registration  expenses. 

D.  Expense  of  the  Town  Hall  and  Buildings. 

E.  Police  Department. 

F.  Fire  Department  (out  of  precinct). 

G.  Town  Health  officer's  expenses. 
H.  Vital  Statistics. 

I.    Sewer  Maintenance. 

J.  Town  roads  and  bridges. 

K.  Library. 

L.  Old  Age  Assistance. 

M.  Town  welfare  and  relief. 

N.   Memorial  Day  expenses. 

O.  Care  of  cemeteries. 

P.  Interest  on  temporary  loans. 


3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,450.00  to  the  Tilton-Northfield 
District  Nurse  Association. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  to  the  Franklin  Hospital  As- 
sociation. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100.00  to  the  Laconia  Hospital. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $566.73  for  town  road  aid.  (The  State 
will  contribute  $3,778.35). 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $154.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Asso- 
ciation.  (By  request). 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  white  pine  blister  rust 
control. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  that  may  be 
acquired  through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 
of  the  officers  as  printed. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for 
extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title 
11  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  and 
Survivor's  Insurance  as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of 
the  Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $125.00  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost 
thereof.   (Highway  employees  only). 


13.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the 
town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf 
of  the  town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and 
to  see  if  the  town  will  designate  the  Town  Treasurer 
as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  plan. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  between  Albert  Loranger  and  Paul   LaChapelle. 

(By  Request  of  the  three  adjoining  owners.) 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  Elm  Street 
at  the  library  junction,  one  street.  Upper  Elm  Street 

(so  called)  be  one  way  East  from  Park  Street  and  lower 
Elm  Street  (so  called)  to  be  one  way  West  toward 
Park  Street.  (By  request). 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  the  Rand 
Hill  Road  (so  called)  from  Bean  Hill  Road  to  former 
Frank   Rand   property.   Subject   to  bars  and  gates. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dispose  or  retain 
the  town  steamroller  as  an  economy  measure.  (By  re- 
quest). 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  SI 00.00  to  clean  and  maintain  the 
beach  at  Northfield  Pond  from  Memorial  Day  to  Labor 
Day.  This  work  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  Town 
Road  Agent. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reopen  the  Scrib- 
ner  Road  (so  called)  as  far  as  Willard  Southwick  for 
Leo  Durand  and  Willard  Southwick.    (By  request). 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50.00  for  Civil  Defense  purposes  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  the  Road 


Agent  the  full  right  to  hire  any  help  or  any  trucks  he 
prefers  in  his  road  work.  As  it  is  now  the  selectmen 
take  the  right  to  tell  him  who  he  can  hire  to  work, 
also  what  trucks  he  should  use  in  his  work.  (By  pe- 
tition). 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  do  away  with 
general  funds.  For  instance  if  $15,000.00  is  voted  for 
the  highway  department  and  $13,500.00  is  used  in  the 
work,  the  balance  could  be  used  for  any  equipment  or 
materials  that  is  needed.  As  it  is  now  it  is  put  back  in 
general  funds  and  the  highway  gets  no  benefit  from  it. 

23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

The  Polls  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than  six  of  the 
clock  in  the  evening.  The  business  meeting  will  be 
held  at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the  evening.

There  were  106  new  and  329  repeat  cases  that  were 
admitted  to  the  nursing  service  and  61  new  and  164 
repeat  cases  under  health  service  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  calls  on  infants  and  preschools  were 
increased  this  year  as  they  were  made  to  interest  par- 
ents in  regard  to  the  advantage  of  completion  of  the 
three  inoculations  that  are  necessary  to  completely 
immunize  the  child  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  and  tetanus.  The  Toxoid  Clinics  were  well- 
attended.  Dr.  Kathleen  Robinson  was  the  attending 
physician;  Mrs.  Joanna  Carter,  R.N.,  state  preschool 
nurse  assisting. 

This  type  of  nursing  is  an  important  one  in  pre- 
ventative care  for  the  preschool  child  and  will  bring 
satisfactory  results  in  their  future  health.  Appreciation 
is  given  to  Dr.  Kathleen  Robinson  for  her  interest  and 
work  at  these  clinics. 

A  total  of  ninety-four  received  complete  immuniza- 
tion and  110  others  were  inoculated  and  hope  to  com- 
plete them  at  the  Spring  clinics.  Sixtv-one  were  vac- 
cinated  and    twenty-one   were   examined.    The   clinics 
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were  held  in  April,  May,  October,  November  and 
December. 

Twenty-two  trips  were  made  transporting  patients 
to  clinics,  hospitals,  and  specialists. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Ledoux,  R.X.,  Miss  Betty  Taylor, 
R.N.,  and  Mrs.  Caroline  Dorman,  R.N.  substituted  for 
the  regular  nurse  during  the  three  months  she  was 
absent  due  to  illness  in  the  family.  Mrs.  Caroline  Dor- 
man,  R.N.  substituted  during  the  month  of  August 
while  regular  nurse  was  on  her  annual  vacation. 

Miss  Harriet  Stone,  R.N.,  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Lurline 
McCook  and  the  district  nurse  wrapped  and  distributed 
gifts  to  the  usual  large  number  of  appreciative  young- 
sters again  this  year.  These  gifts  were  given  by  the 
Rotary,  B.P.W.  club,  and  the  Brownie  Troop  No.  2. 
The  high  school  teachers  contributed  S20.00  towards 
buying  gifts. 

The  American  Legion  gave  seven  families  a  turkey 
dinner  and  a  gift  to  each  child  in  the  family. 

The  Elks  gave  a  generous  Christmas  dinner  or  the 
equivalent  to  about  twenty  families  in  Tilton  and 
Northfield,  also  gifts. 

The  Salvation  Army  gave  a  dinner  to  a  family  of 
eight. 

The  District  Nurse's  hours  on  duty  are  as  usual  with 
office  hours  from  3  to  4  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday 
excepting  Wednesday  or  by  appointment,  and  is  in  the 
office  from  8:30  to  9  a.m.  Office  telephone  241;  home 
telephone  228.

District,  we  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Precinct  a  summary  of  what  has  been  accomp- 
lished, during  the  past  year. 

Three  homes  suffered  serious  damage  during  the 
year,  two  of  the  homes  being  located  in  Tilton  and 
one  in  Xorthfield,  all  of  them  were  partially  covered 
by  insurance. 

Other  calls  on  the  Dept.  consisted  of  chimney  and 
brush  fires. 

A  complete  inspection  program,  was  carried  out 
during  the  summer,  all  homes  and  places  of  business, 
were  covered  and  the  Firewards  wish  to  thank  all  of 
the  above  for  their  co-operation  in  aiding  the  Fire- 
men in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  new  pumper,  purchased  during  the  past  vear. 
has  proven  to  be  a  very  efficient  unit,  having  a  water 
capacitv  of  600  gallons.  This  unit  is  equipped  with  a 
portable  pump  of  latest  design. 

Extensive  repairs  were  necessary  on  the  alarm  svs- 
tem  last  vear,  including  replacement  of  wire,  painting 
of  alarm  tower,  and  the  installation  of  new  alarm 
boxes. 

The  Red  Telephone  System,  installed  to  receive  in- 
coming calls  to  the  Central  Station  has  proven  to  be 
the  solution  to  the  problem  of  getting  the  engines  to 
the  scene  of  the  fire,  much  faster  than  ever  before 
possible  with  the  old  system,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
line  is  always  open. 

An  application  for  the  installation  of  two  vapor  lights 
to  be  on  West  Main  Street.

S.  Brown  Co.  to  be  located  on  the  shop,  and  will  serve 
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the  Tilton  Leather  Co.  as  well  as  the  above  property.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TILTON-NORTHFIELD  SCHOOL  BOARD 


We  have  studied  the  finances  of  the  school  district 
carefully  in  the  preparation  of  the  proposed  1954-1955 
school  budget,  with  two  purposes  in  mind,  —  the 
first  to  make  certain  that  the  children  receive  all  the 
necessities  of  a  good  education,  and  the  second  to  re- 
duce any  expenditures  that  are  not  necessary  at  this 
time  so  that  the  tax  rate  will  not  be  increased  beyond 
the  ability  of  individuals,  business  and  industry  to 
support. 

The  taxpayers  were  told  last  year  that  the  new  school 
building  would  not  increase  the  tax  rate  over  two 
dollars.  Your  examination  of  the  budget  will  show 
that  the  total  requested  for  next  year  is  $191,715.35 
in  comparison  with  a  total  of  $179,973.55  this  year  or 
an  increase  of  $1 1,741.80. 

The  new  school  bond  issue  calls  for  a  principal  pay- 
ment of  $7,000.00  and  interest  payments  of  $2,025.00 
and  SI, 920.00  for  a  total  of  $10,945.00,  showing  that 
the  increase  is  really  the  payment  of  the  new  building. 
The  taxpayers  understood  that  there  would  be  an  in- 
crease and  supported  the  new  building  with  an  over- 
whelming vote. 

The  new  budget  has  been  reduced  $4,000.00  for 
veteran's  training.  The  veteran's  training  will  end  be- 
cause of  enrollment  reduction. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  school  board  has  really  re- 
duced operating  expenses,  since  the  item  for  insurance 
increases  $2,204.45  because  of  the  new  building  and 
several  three-year  policies  requiring  renewal.  The 
amount  required  for  retirement  has  increased  under 
state  ruling  by  almost  one  thousand  dollars. 
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We  wish  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  for  the 
excellent  services  of  the  members  of  the  Building 
Committee,  Mr.  Gilman  Lowery,  Mr.  Rudolph  Prosser, 
Mr.  Brackett  Hill,  and  Mr.  Burt  Smith  for  their  work 
in  making  this  new  building  possible,  and  their  sacri- 
fice of  time  in  the  many  meetings  required  to  study 
finances,  plans,  specifications,  and  possibilities. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Parent-Teacher  Association 
for  its  cooperation  with  the  school  board,  teachers  and 
staff.  Their  support  of  the  Scholarship  Fund,  the  Room 
Mothers,  and  the  Lunch  Program  have  contributed  to 
a  successful  year. 

We  thank  the  Rotary  Club,  the  American  Legion, 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Golden  Rule  Farm, 
the  Peabody  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  and  the  many  in- 
dividuals who  have  contributed  funds  and  time  to  the 
grading  and  development  of  a  baseball  field  at  the 
Tilton-Northfield  High  School.  This  field  will  repre- 
sent a  monument  to  the  cooperation  of  a  community 
to  improve  the  recreational  facilities  for  youth.  It  is 
possible  that  other  organizations  may  lend  their  efforts 
to  other  play  facilities  for  the  three  hundred  children 
at  the  high  school. 

We  thank  the  Lions  Club  for  its  financial  contribu- 
tions, supervision  and  work  at  the  Union  School  that 
have  resulted  in  good  drainage  so  that  the  children 
may  be  able  to  use  the  field  all  the  school  year.  This 
improvement  will  be  an  asset  to  the  small  children  and 
to  the  local  softball  league. 

We  thank  the  Golden  Rule  Farm  for  its  recent  con- 
tribution of  S560  which  will  be  used  later  for  some 
desirable  educational  purpose. 

We  have  added  one  teacher  in  the  proposed  school 
budget  to  insure  that  small  children  will  not  have  un- 
desirable classroom  loads  that  would  injure  education. 
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Suggestions  for  the  continual  improvement  and  ad- 
vance of  our  educational  system  will  be  greatly  appre- 
ciated. We  realize  that  we  are  only  the  group  selected 
to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  voters,  and  that  educa- 
tion in  Tilton-Northfield  will  be  the  type  that  you 
decide  by  your  appropriations  and  your  support. 

We  suggest  that  you  carefully  read  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  since  it  shows  what  has  been  done  in 
the  past  year  and  furnishes  pertinent  information. 

We  thank  everyone  who  has  contributed  in  any  way 
to  better  schools  by  suggestions,  assistance  and  encour- 


agement

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board: 

The  past  school  year  will  always  be  remembered 
for  the  people  of  the  district  voting  overwhelmingly 
to  build  an  eight  room  elementary  school,  the  recom- 
mendation unanimously  made  by  the  School  Board 
and  the  Building  Committee  of  Mr.  Gilman  Lowery, 
Mr.  Rudolph  Prosser,  Mr.  Brackett  Hill,  and  Mr.  Bert 
Smith. 

New  Grade  School 

The  annual  school  district  meeting  on  March  11, 
1953  voted  195  to  39  to  erect  a  grade  school  and  voted 
an  appropriation  of  $135,000.00  on  a  bond  issue  by  218 
to  16.  This  vote  represented  the  fine  spirit  of  the  people 
of  Tilton  and  Northfield  and  their  determination  to 
properly  house  the  children.  The  problem  was  the 
need  of  classrooms  to  place  all  pupils  of  Grades  1-6 
inclusive  in  regular  rooms  with  excellent  teaching  con- 
ditions. 

The  School  Board  and  Building  Committee  selected 
Mr.  Norman  P.  Randlett  of  Laconia,  N.  H.  as  Archi- 
tect. Many  meetings  were  held  to  review  specifica- 
tions and  plans  before  final  approval  was  given  for  the 
building  of  eight  classrooms,  health  room,  teachers' 
room,  kitchen,  and  boiler  room.  The  bonds  were  sold 
at  a  bid  of  100.589  and  a  three  per  cent  rate.  The 
premium  was  $794.15. 

Bids  were  opened  on  July  21,  1953  and  awarded  to 
low  bidders  as  follows: 

General  Contract — Hutchinson  Building  and  Lum- 
ber Co.,  Concord,  N.  H.  $118,953.00. 
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Heating,  Ventilation  and  Plumbing — Northern  Heat- 
ing and  Plumbing  Co.,  Laconia,  N.  H.  $26,384.00. 

Electrical  Work — Emerson  Electric  Co.,  Farmington, 

N.  H.  $8,000.00. 
Roofing— Hall  Brothers,  Berwick,  Me.  $2,640.00. 
Asphalt  Tile  and  Linoleum — John  H.  Pray  &  Co., 

Boston,  Mass.  $2,289.00. 

The  new  school  will  house  two  hundred  forty  pu- 
pils. There  will  be  three  first  grades,  three  second 
grades,  and  two  third  grades.  A  proposed  cafeteria- 
activity  room  was  eliminated  when  it  appeared  that 
che  minimum  cost  would  be  $28,000.  It  is  planned  to 
have  all  children  purchasing  lunches  eat  at  the  new 
school.  There  will  not  be  an  increase  in  the  janitorial 
force  since  the  building  has  automatic  heat.  One  prin- 
cipal will  serve  the  two  grade  schools. 

New  Textbooks 

The  textbook  improvement  has  been  one  of  the 
major  purposes  in  the  two  schools.  New  social  science 
books  were  purchased  for  the  elementary  grades.  New 
arithmetics  were  placed  in  the  grades  and  junior  high 
school  to  replace  outmoded  books.  New  high  school 
mathematics  books  have  been  added.  Two  sets  of  en- 
cyclopedia and  new  dictionaries  were  purchased.  Science 
books  were  made  available  to  Grades  7  and  8. 

The  grade  teachers  and  principal  are  studying  vari- 
ous spelling  books.  The  possibility  of  adopting  a  new 
basil  reading  system  will  be  studied. 

Testing  Program  at  Union  School 

The  pupils  of  the  first  six  grades  have  been  tested 
by  standard  tests  that  show  comparison  with  grades  all 
over  the  country  for  two  years.  The  tests  are  directed 
by  Mr.  Paul  Mclntire,  Director  of  Testing.  State  Uni- 
versity and  he  was  assisted  by  the  Union  School 
teachers. 
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Miss  Helen  Draper,  Principal,  has  conducted  a  test- 
ing program  with  the  teachers  during  February.  She 
is  stressing  the  following  in  the  goal  of  developing  the 
best  reading  results  possible  in  her  teachers'  meetings, 
teacher  conferences  and  class  visits: 

(1)  The  teaching  of  phonetics  in  all  grades 

(2)  Fewer  reading  sections  or  groups  so  that  pupils 
read  more  often 

(3)  Work  on  speech  defects 

(4)  The  seating  of  children  where  they  can  see  and 
hear  to  the  best  advantage 

(5)  Diagnosis  of  the  test  results  to  improve  each 
reading  difficulty 

(6)  Individual  help  to  slow  readers 

(7)  Educational  trips  to  library,  fire  station,  post 
office,  and  railroad  station 

(8)  Encourage  more  home  reading  by  children  tak- 
ing home  reading  books  with  exception  of 
basic  readers 

(9)  Each  pupil  having  a  desk  dictionary  from  the 
third  grade  through  the  sixth 

(10)  Stressing  comprehensive  reading 

(11)  Stress  on  punctuation 

(12)  More  reading  emphasis 

(13)  More  use  of  reference  books 

(14)  Emphasis  on  starting  reading  immediately  in 
first  grade 

Many  magazine  articles  have  questioned  reading  re- 
sults in  American  Schools  all  over  the  country.  Tilton- 
Northfield  is  making  every  effort  to  see  that  our  chil- 
dren are  not  handicapped  in  high  school  and  college  by 
a  sub-standard  reading  ability.  Reading  is  the  most  im- 
portant subject  in  the  school  and  success  in  reading 
ability  is  necessary  to  really  succeed  in  other  subjects. 
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Tilton-Northfield  High  School 

Mr.  Alton  Currier,  high  school  Principal,  has  intro- 
duced an  activity  period  for  music,  dramatics,  class 
meetings,  student  council  meetings,  newspaper,  and 
clubs.  The  school  day  has  been  changed  from  six  peri- 
ods of  classes,  to  seven  periods  and  the  activity  period. 

Home  study  as  well  as  use  of  non-class  periods  for 
school  study  has  been  stressed. 

Mid-year  examinations  have  been  restored  to  give 
pupils  the  experience  for  college  and  to  help  the  teach- 
ers in  their  diagnosis  of  teaching  results. 

The  school  is  attempting  to  increase  the  importance 
of  hard  study  and  hard  work  as  the  best  training  for 
life. 

Americanization  Class 

Miss  Helen  Draper,  Union  School  Principal,  is  teach- 
ing ten  residents  of  the  district  the  speaking,  reading 
and  writing  of  the  English  language  one  night  a  week. 
School  Supplies 

Tilton-Northfield  secures  bids  for  all  school  supplies 
in  conjunction  with  the  other  four  towns  of  the  super- 
visory union,  resulting  in  reduced  prices  for  quantity 

purchasing. 

Finances 

The  school  district  ended  the  1952-1953  financial 
year  with  a  balance  of  $3,387.59.  with  all  bills  paid, 
and  coal  bins  at  both  schools  completely  filled  with 
coal  paid  for  out  of  the  unexpended  balance.
